seating the two Taft delegates from 
Hie Ninth Alabama district. 
Yesterday s impromptu meeting of 
Yational committee members was held 
at a down-town 
hotel 
and 
was at­ 
tended exclusively by those commit­ 
teemen generally accepted as being 
favorable to .Mr. Taft's candidacy for 
renomination. 
Certain of the committeemen who 
attended the meeting expressed great 
great indignation at the text of Col. 
Roosevelt** statement, which they de­ 
clared was deserving of an emphatic 
reply. 
Others, 
however, 
counseled 
against a reply of any kind and urg­

their 
fellow.committee members 
to ignore the statement.

considered so serious that it will be 
made tho subject of careful investi­ 
gation.

Morris High sehool, 
enrolling

and girls, the Boys* 
High

of Brooklyn—have

sand of their pupils during the year 
from February. l»Jt, to January, IDJ2. 
The

submitted 
the report tried to ascertain th*- rea­ 
sons for the dropping out of so large 
a number of pupils, and. 
in 
most 
cases, was successful.

appears 
that more than one-third of the pu­ 
pils who dropped out during the year 
did so because they

could not keep up with their grudi-s. 
Fallures in from one to four of 
the* 
subjeets were responsible for their 
leaving the schools. 
For the loss of 
the pupils who did not drop out 
be­ 
cause they had tailed, a number 
of 
causes were found to be responsible. 
loverly

the parents, aggravated 
probably by hard times, lack of work 
and the high cost of living, was re­ 
sponsible 
for

ber of cases. 
Illness, incident prin­ 
cipally topuberty and to malnutrition, 
was another important factor in caus­ 
ing the dropping out of many pupils. 
-Several hudred pupils left school sim­ 
ply because they wanted to become 
wage earners and enter business life.
